After the Middle of January Mr. Gage

REFUSED A FLATTERING OFFER.

Washington. Dec. 25.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Shaw, of Iowa, wired hla ac^ptance of 
the Trearury portfolio to the President 
this afternoon. He is expected to as¬ 
sume the duties of the office about the 
middle of January. 

Secretary WilBon, of the Agricultural 
Department, Is also from Iowa, and 
called on the President las* evening to 
relieve him of any embarrassment 
and offered to resign. The Pres¬ 
ident assured him that he did not 
desire his resignation and that the ap¬ 
pointment of Shaw from the same State 
made not the slightest difference. 

Secretary* Gage will return to Chicago, 
but will not for the present engage in 
active business. He Is not In the best 
of health and proposes to take a much 
needed rest. 

The retirement of Secretary Gage 
from the Cabinet Is not clearly under¬ 
stood here. Some say that It was at 
his own free will and express desire, 
while others assert to the contrary. The 
City National Bank of New York, It is 
said, offered Mr. Gage Its presidency 
with $50,000 a year salary, but he de¬ 
clined It. 

The Eastern financiers are not much 
pleased with the selection of Shaw* for 
the Treasury. They consider Shaw 

financially too small for so high a place.

Shaw to-night, and he added that the 
Governor was better known to the peo¬ 
ple eont of Mississippi river than any 
man in private life west of the Mis¬ 
sissippi on qu«*Uon of finance. 

To Senator DoUlver, of Iowa, whose 
relations with Gov. Shaw have been 
close, his selection for the Treasury 
portfolio gave the greatest pleasure, 
"The Governor," he wUd, "has demon¬ 
strated by speeches delivered before 
chambers of commerce and banking as¬ 
sociations In every important city of 
the United States a profound knowi- 
edge of the theory and mechanism of 
our banking and currency system. He is 
not only a student of these questions, 
hut has been for many years a suc¬ 
cessful banker. 

"In selecting him the President un¬ 
doubtedly acted in a great measure up¬ 
on his personal familiarity with Gov. 
Shaw's abilities in dealing with the spe¬ 
cial subjects that belong to the Treas¬ 
ury Department. His appointment will 
be especially gratifying to the people 
of Iowa, end. Indeed, the whole West, 
and I haw no doubt satisfactory to the 
great business and commercial Inter- 
sets of the United States." 

TERM EXPIRES JANUARY 10. 

Soon Thereafter Gov. Shaw Will Enter 
Upon His New Duties. 

Des Moines. la., Dec. 25.—Gov. Leslie 
M. Shaw' was interviewed to-night with 
reference to his appointment as Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury. He still declined 
to talk at length about the matter, 
merely reiterating that the President 
had confidentially asked him by wire 
If he would accept the position if It 
was tendered him. He replied that he 
would accept, but up to the present 
time no formal tender of the position 
hud been made by the President. 

However, from the tone of the dln- 
patches from Washington, he assumed 
the President will appoint him. and that 
to all Intents and purposes the matter 
has been fully settled. 

The Governor's term as Chief Execu¬ 
tive of Iowa will not expire until Jan¬ 
uary 16. The Legislature convenes Jan¬ 
uary 13, and Gov. Shaw will be very 
busy In the interim with the preparation 
of his annual message, so that if the 
appointment by the President is made 
Gov. Shaw will hurdly be able to take 
up the duties of Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury before January 20. and possibly 
later. The people of Iowa are greatly 
elated at Gov. Shaw's prospective entry 
Into the President's Cabinet, but would 
regTet very much to have Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson retire in conse¬ 
quence.

AS THE RESULT OF A FIGHT AT 
WILLI AMSTOWN. 


TWO OTHERS SLIGHTLY HURT. 


Shooting Took Place On “Dead Man’s 
Corner,’* Scene of a Score of 
Tragedies. 


Wflliamstow'n. Ky., Dec. 25.—[Special.] 
—Another vlotim was added to the al¬ 
ready long list of killings on "dead 
man’s corner" In WHllamstown this aft¬ 
ernoon Arthur Goughe. the victim, lies 
dying In the office of Dr. C. D. O'Hara, 
while Vet Goughe, his father, is suffer¬ 
ing from a gunshot wound in the back 
and Carl Goughe. a brother, has* a 
wound In the face, caused by the glanc¬ 
ing of a bullet. James Redenower and 
Tom Hackett. accused of the shooting, 
are under arrest and are being guarded 
by the Sheriff and his deputies. 

The shooting occurred at 4 o’clock. 
Hackett and Redenower had been to¬ 
gether all day. The beginning of the 
affair dates back more than a year at 
a dance at Hardscrabble, when Henry 
Dittz was seriously cut in the face. Since 
that time a sort of a feud has existed 
between the persons mentioned. To-day 
the Ooughes came to town and began to 
indulge In liquor. Several times trouble 
was threatened, but the would-be com¬ 
batants were separated by peact makers. 
At last they all met in Jim Lee’s saloon. 
T her- was an exchange of hot^Vords. 
and Vet Goughe drew a knife. His son. 
Arthur, tried to make him put it up, 
but he refused. The quarrel waxed hot¬ 
ter. and H&ckett and Redenower. It Is 
alleged, began shooting. Nine shots wers 
fired In all. and when the smoke lifted. 
Arthur Goughe staggered from the 
room. Some thought he was drunk, and 
did not realize that he was mortally 
wounded, but a bullet had passed 
through his intestines. He was taken 
to the office of Dr. O'Hara and his 
wound examined. Dr. O'Hara pro¬ 
nounced the wound fatal and saJd he 
could live but a few hours A bullet 
struck Vet Goughe In the back, making 
a flesh wound, while another hit the 
cheek bone of Carl Goughe and glanced 
off. Neither is seriously hurt. The rela¬ 
tives of Arthur Goughe live at Hard¬ 
scrabble, three miles south of here, und 
are numerous. 

Jim Redenower. one of the men 
rharged with the shooting. Is a j'oung 
farmer who lives a few mlbs east of 
town. He is wealthy, owning several 
hundred acres of land. His father-in- 
law, William I^ancaster. of Corinth. Is 
one of the wealthiest men In the coun¬ 
ty. Tom Hackett came here from Pen¬ 
dleton county. He was at one time 
Marshal of Brooksville. Bracken county. 
He killed a man there while in office. 
He has been in WHllamstown about a 
year and has been employed by Sid Ran¬ 
som as barkeeper most of the time. 
Neither man has been granted bail, but 
both are under the care of the SherifT 
and his deputies. A score of tragedies 
have occurred on the corner where the 
•hooting was done, and it has been 
designated os "dead man's corner" for 
the past twenty years.

Martin is delirious 
and constantly repeats that the shoot¬ 
ing was an accident. Miss Mlchaus, on 
the other hand, asserted that Martin 
had threatened to shoot her on several 
occasions, though she had taken the 
menace us a Jest. 

Miss Mlchaus visited Martin at the 
hospital, but he was unconscious and 
did not recognize her.

REPORTED BATTLE 

ON REDBIRD CREEK. 


Estimates of the Killed Range From 
Three To Ten, But Details Are 
Missing. 


Plneville. Ky.. Dec. 25.—[Special.]— 
Report* reached here late this afternoon 
of a bloody encounter on Redblrd creek. 
In Clay county, twenty-five or thirty 
miles from here across a rough, 
mountainous country. In which sev¬ 
eral men are said to have been 
killed. It Is Impossible to obtain 
details, as there Is no telephone com¬ 
munication, and a messenger from here 
could not start out before to-morrow. 
The first report received here said six 
men were killed, but later reports place 
the number at three, four and ten re¬ 
spectively.

BABY IN A BASKET 

A CHRISTMAS GIFT 


Unusual Package Among the Rush Posted 
At a Station In Indianapolis* 


Indianapolis, Dee. 25.—rSpecJal.]—The 
poet-office employee at the Union station 
post-office found a strange package 
among the Christmas packages when 
they came to assort them last midnight 
for the waiting trains in the station. All 
the offices were crowded yesterday, and 
many packages were posted at the sta¬ 
tion. When the employes came to as¬ 
sort them they found & basket on 
which there was no address and no 
stamp, and none of the tmn could re¬ 
member taking U in. * 

Examination showed that It was cov¬ 
ered over wlttrlffi&fi Iffffi *tvhen turned 
on on*» side a small bottle of milk fell 
out. This led to the opening of the 


basket and a boy baby, probably a week 
old, was found neatly wrapped up la 
flannels and sleeping soundly. Another 
bottle of milk was found In the basket. 

The police were called and took 
charge of the infant, but the post-office 
employes are at a loss to know how It 
got Into the office. It Is supposed, 
though, that the mother put it through 
the window or quietly entered the room 
while the men were busy and deposited 
the basket with the packages which 
wefe piled In a heap on the floor. The 
statin; police say they saw a young 
woman near the poet-office station Just 
before the basket was found, but noth¬ 
ing about her attracted particular at¬ 
tention.

According to what the police could 
learn some small white boys were 
amusing themselves in One Hundred 
and Thirtieth street, near Broadw’ay, 
nt 2 o’clock this afternoon by following 
and annoying an old negro whose 
Christmas cheer had made his gait un¬ 
steady. Three Irishmen, according to 
the police version of the trouble, w'ere 
walking through the street. They were 
John Garraty, John McHale and Nich¬ 
olas O'Mara. These three men, the ne¬ 
groes say. egged the boys on and took 

a hand in badgering the old darky. 

• • • 

“Something Doing” At Once. 

At any rate, there w*as trouble imme¬ 
diately. A crowd of negroes swarmed 
out of the low and high tenements and 
with a roar closed In on the whites. A 
brick hit Garraty on the back of the 
head and he went down like a log. Me- 
Halo and O'Mara stood their ground, 
probably because they couldn't very 
well get away, and called for help. 
Twenty white men answered their call, 
but there were ft hundred negroes 
against them. Then the missiles began 
to fly. 

Next some of the negroes who had re¬ 
volvers began firing. Most of the shoot¬ 
ing. according to the police, was done 
by Burley May, Wallace Bird and a 
man whose last name is Davis, all ne¬ 
groes. One bullet, said to have been 
fired by Muy. hit O'Mara In the back, 
piercing his kidneys. He fell and then 
a negro slashed Me Hale’s face w’lth a 
razor until the skin hung in ribbons.

Pclice Reserves Called Out. 

Meanwhile somebody had gone to the 
West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street Police station and had told Ser¬ 
geant Trowley what was going on. 
Luckily a reserve section of twelve men 
was in the hack room and these were 
sent to the scene on the double quick, 
under command of Roundsman Mc- 
Gloln. But several policemen from posts 
near by had got there before the re¬ 
serves and nt first sight of the blue- 
coats and brass buttons the negroes 
scurried to cover. Most of them fled 
to the roofs of the houses and from 
these points hailed down bricks which 
they ripped from the chimneys. 

Two ambulances were called and 
O’Mara, McHale, Garraty and Whalen 
were taken to the J. Hood Wright Hos¬ 
pital. The negroes, Burley May and 
Wallace Bird, were captured. Both had 
revolvers with the chambers empty.

FOUR VICTIMS OF THE FIRE, 


The Loss To Steamer and. Cargo Will 
Probably Reach $20,000, Part¬ 
ly Insured.

The fire was discovered at 4:10 a. m. 
and spread with such rapidity that the 
steamer was a mass of flames when the 
department responded to the alarm. 

When the Sun arrived In port last 
night from Fulton landing she had 
considerable freight on board and a full 
list of passengers. All of the latter left 
the steamer Immediately with the ex¬ 
ception of about a dozen, who decided 
to spend the night on the boat. Among 
these were Mr. and Mrs. Timbs and 
baby, Mrs. Timbs’ sister. Miss Josle 
Hammers, and Mr. and Mrs. D. N. 
Rainey. It was nearly midnight \qhen 
the boat tied up. 

Miss Hammers was sleeping with her 
sister and the baby In a state room 
and when she was awakened by the 
smoke she aroused her sister and start¬ 
ed toward an exit. Her sister, how¬ 
ever, went back for the baby and before 
she could return the hurricane deck 
gave way and all escapes were cut off. 

Miss Hammers was able to escape 
Without injury. Mr. Timbs was in an¬ 
other state room and until the col¬ 
lapse of the room came tried by everv 
means to reach his wife. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rainey had a state 
room, and although It was thought 
that all the passengers on the bnat 
had been aroused, nothing was ever 
heard from them until their charred re¬ 
mains were discovered. When the first 
body was taken out there was some 
doubt as to who it was. but Mr Timbs 
Identified It as his wife by a ring worn 
on her finger. 

The body of the baby Has not been 
found, and while some are of the opin¬ 
ion that It fell In the river. It is gen¬ 
erally thought that It lies among the 
ruins )n the hull. All the bodies were 
turned over to an undertaker, and will 
be held until relatives can be heard 
from. 

The steamer Sun was the property of 
George W. Phillips, who was Its Cap¬ 
tain. and John Brenner, who acted as 
clerk.

Has a Lively Experience With a Party 
of Negro Rowdies. 

Owensboro, Ky., Dec. 25.—[Special.]—

bullet missing him and whizzing past 
his head. He caught the negro and 
took his pistol from him, when four or 
five other negroes rushed upon Bridges, 
covering him with pistols and com¬ 
pelling him to return the weapon he had 
taken from the negro. Bridges is a 
coal dealer and a well-known man. The 
negroes were unknown to him and 
could not be found by the officers. 

BODY FOUND IN WOODS. 

Braxton Coffey Was Frozen While 
Wandering Aimlessly About.

Braxton Coffey, a man about forty-five 
years old. who has been considered 
mentally unsound for several months, 
mysteriously disappeared one day last 
week.

A BIG GIL GUSHER IS BROUGHT 

IN NEAR BARBOURVILLE 


Barbourvllle. Ky., Dec. 25.—[Special.] 
—The Atlantic and Pacific Oil Com¬ 
pany received a Christmas gift in the 
shape of a gusher In Its field, about six 
miles from here, this morning. Reports 
estimate the flow* as high as a thou¬ 
sand barrels. Even if this is an exag¬ 
geration. this Is still the largest flow 
ever struck in this part of the country, 
and the oil Is said to be of exception¬ 
ally good quality for illuminating pur¬ 
poses. 

Before the well was "shot" a flow of 
gas escaped from the pipe, and, catch¬ 
ing fire from a forge, burned the der¬ 
rick and machinery house near the well. 
As soon as the fire was extinguished, 
the well was opened and a stream 
of o41 shot high Into the air. Sev¬ 
eral of the employes narrowly escaped

Gen. Wood, in proposing a 
toast to the future republic, said that 
when the fl*mme again It w-^uld find 
a Mu hie government In Cuba Heat Ad¬ 
miral Higglnson thanked the- Cubans 
for their grand outpouring of hospital¬ 
ity. and sh <1 the presence of the fb^t 
had no special .significance, and cer¬ 
tainly no peril!ical one. It was a source 
of satisfaction to him. he declared, that 
the navy had been an Important factor 
In bringing about peace In th* Island.

Erecting a Salt Plant 

Nevertheless, Barren county’* chief 
producer has made considerable oil for 
the market in the past fifteen years* 
This well is calculated to be about that 
old. but some people say it Is twenty 
years old. It is now the property of the 
Interstate Oil and Gas Company, a Be*- 
ton concern, and i* making l«r j o** three 
barrels a d«y. The Interstate Company * 
has been doing business here for several 
years, and though It has drilled no :tc*v 
oil wells, it acquired two from a formee 
owner, one of which has gone dry. It 
has a ealt well and has figured on utlL 
izing this product. It started the erection 
of a salt plant, with a capacity of fifty 
barrels a day. about a year ago, and 
the plant Is not yet finished. Thi* com¬ 
pany has spent considerable money 
here. It has a nice office at the well 
und employs a field manager. It also 
ha* a polite bookkeeper, who *Uei da 
to the putnp. It cannet be learned what 
the trouble is with the salt plant. ;is it 
could have been completed In ibr>a 
months. 

Reuben Carroll & Sons operated Its 
this territory for a few years and were 
largely instrumental in whit develop¬ 
ment there has been. The Carroll* are 
old-time producers and understand 
their business very well. Somehow' or 
other, they met with financial difficulties 
and were crowded out by force of cir- 
cumstancee. Two or three years ago 
they surrendered their property and re* 
tired with considerable loss. 

Chess. Carley & Co. were among the 
earliest operators In this field. It wa* 
from here that Mr. Carley learned the 
business and was put In charge of the 
Standard Oil Company's business In 
Louisville. He afterwards became fa¬ 
mous a* a financier In Wall street. Mr. 
Carley went through bankruptcy some 
months ago to get relief from a debt of 
several million dollats on a snap Judg¬ 
ment. for a railroad which he bought in 
the course of his large operations, but 
which never passed into his possession. 

The field of the Chess-Carley opera¬ 
tion* was about four und a half miles 
t*niith of Glasgow. It was there *that 
others, preceding Carley. had drilled 
with varying succves. The depth of tho 
wells was about the same as that of tho 
old-timers in other parts of Kentucky, 
anywhere from 200 to 400 feet. Ihe oil 
was black. None of the wells was large. 

It was in 1S69 or 1870 that Che*f, Carley 
Si Co. were at work. In all, the firm 
drilled three wells.

Other Old Producers. 

Other companies, known In their day 
as the Boyd Creek Oil Company, tho 
Germania Oil Company and the Bar¬ 
ren River OH t'ompany. were at work 
in Barren county at dlfferoqf Mme*. In 
those early days Louisville men w'ero 
the principal barkers of these com- 
puuic*. Sixteen wells were drilled m liua 
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locality frt a close group. and all of 
them ;&hoWGd oil. Home; of them ar^ 
• Dumping a little yet and teams carry 
the product to Olasgoiv for market. 

CntMcart ft <■>».. «f Pittsburg. alro 
made a teat of this euuth or southwest 
section, and It is said they got three 
producing wells which afterward be¬ 
came hooded. ,. 

Col. J. C. Adams, of Pittsburg. could 
perhaps, toll more of th* prospects of 
Glasgow that any other man. He had 
an operating company here and drilled 
Fix or eight wells. He made Glasgow 
his home for some time between 18<0 
and 1890 He retired from the field, after 
this long residence, and returned horn- . 
He drilled southwest of the big group 
for a time and brought In three wells 
dry. The Beaver Greek Company or.lled 
two dry holes on the east side.

BcomThat Foiled. 

Jn JS90 the Glasgow' district gave pros¬ 
pect of a boom. Some experienced men 
came in from Northern fields and went 
earnestly at work. Among them was 
Charles Conroy, now quite an extensive 
operator in Texas, as he had been in 
Pennsylvania, with a luck that recorded 
top notch tips and downs. He tried the 
southwest territory and after drilling 
two wells he surrendered his leases and 
abandoned the field. 

Mr. Bailey, an experienced driller 
from Ohio, am! an operator In the Glas¬ 
gow fields, ii authority for the state¬ 
ment that Conroy's burl luck was due 
to a flow'd of fresh water. The old wells 
have never been cased and seed bags 
were used to shut the water off. It is 
explained that Mr. Conroy also used 
seed bags Ineffectually. The use of seed 
bags. Instead of casing, would have 
been a strange proceeding, as late as 
fftOO. for a man of Mr. Conroe's experi¬ 
ence. 

* David jLongb&figh. from Pennsyl¬ 
vania. drilled one well about this time 
and left the territory ^ , w 

The Standard Oil Company had been 
Interested up to 1890, and they with¬ 
drew that year. _ « 

Frank Lowrie. of Oil City, Pa., came

for Pennsylvania men. extending nearly 
across the county and going all the 
way south into Allen county. Along In 
3$1*0 he surrendered his lease.

Others Come and Go. 


Barney McGulnnes*. an old-time oon- 
/ trading driller from tb- Bradford field 
came in nine or ten years ago and 
drilled four wells on the Jackson farm, 
a little west of the present scene of new 
operations lu the Glasgow district. His 
luck wa.» not good. Mr. Gilchrist, of 
o Pennsylvania* drilled two,wells on the 
May fit Id farm, on Beaver creek. :ind got 
a show ctf amber oil at the Upper pro¬ 
ducing level. He went out with the 
others. 

Chase Co. drilled five wells on the 
Jordon place. on Beaver creek, and 
these ma/ be sail to be the base of 
present operations. It was In here tha*. 
the Carrolls took hold, their operations 
succeeding those of Chase & Co. The 
Carrolls brought in the present well or 
the Interstate Company, and also the 
second vyoll which made considerable 
oil. while it lasted, and they also had 
h substantial gas well on what is 
known as Gas Hollow, on Beaver creek. 

It la in the vicinity of Oil City. Ky.. 
four and a halt miles from Glasgow, 
that the new hope hus risen. The rec¬ 
ord of the churnin’ aonth and southwest 
of there might be prolonged, but it 
•would lead to no better conclusion. 
From one of the oil maps it would look 
as if a hundred wells had been drilled 
in that abandoned territory. It Is prob¬ 
able that the trouble was fresn water, 
and that a section of that country was 
1 flooded from old wells that were not 
properly plugged when abandoned. 

. Late operatioivs around Oil City have 
(been encouraging. Early ofvratlons 
there were not discouraging. Mr. 
Bailey drilled a well midway between 
Glasgow and Oil' City ten yearn ago. 
and the well seems pretty liwly yet. 
Not much attention was paid to It 
Until the recent rfm;\val of activities. 
Th^n Mr. Uailey cleaned It out and 
gave it a eharne. It has not been 
pumped, but it flows a little at in¬ 
tervals On a location a little distance 
from there the Kentucky Oil Company, 
which was organized by Messrs. Bailey 
And Pr-aton. brought in a new well 
■within the last month that is pumping 
every day, and hn,« been doing six or 
seven barrels. A second well belong¬ 
ing to this company hud an unusual 
flow of amber oil at 190 feet, and gave 
promise of being a paying producer 
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rer down.

Dunlap Sr Co, Is the new blood in 
Glasgow. This firm has leased about 8,- 
CKKI acres of land, and proposes Invest¬ 
ing $100,000 In Improvements. Mclhulsh 
Bros, are members of this firm, and 
represent thj firm In this field. These 
men have been operating In Texae, and 
were formerly so engaged In Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Severed rigs* of ih6ira are going 
tip on the strip of territory between 
Glasgow and Oil City. It Is their plan 
to get ft number of small wells and 
pump them all under one power. In 
the;r opinion, the territory they are 
operating Is Certain for little wells, and 
they do not Intend to drill deep with 
the idva of getting large ones. When 
the district has enough production to 
■warrant It. they propose to put up a re¬ 
finery of their own.

Meet After Separation of 
Twenty-six Years. 


REUNITED IN ST. LOUIS. 


DISCOVER THEY ARE HEIRS TO 
VALUABLE PIECE OF 
PROPERTY. 


ONE LIVED IN KENTUCKY. 


St. Louis, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—Not 
since Santa Claus stopped his yearly 
pilgrimages to their humble orphan 
homes, a quarter of a century ago, has 
Christmas dawned so bright, so merry, 
so full of good cheer os this one for 
Misses Katie and Anule Moor, grand¬ 
daughters of the late James Walton, of 
St Louis county. This Is the day of 
their reunion after a separation of 
twenty-six years. It, is, too, the occa¬ 
sion of their coming into possession of 
a fortune—109 acres of land, valued at 
$15,000. In the Intervening years this 
property, known as the “Walton trait*' 
and situated close to the German Prot¬ 
estant Orphans* Home in St Louis 
ccunty, has passed through several 
hands. 

In 1876 a daughter of James Walton, 
who had married George Moor, died, 
leaving this small strip of land 03 a 
legacy to her children, one eight, the 
other eighteen months old. 

Mr. Moor was given a life interest. 
One day he announced to the little ones 
that he was going to Kentucky. That 
night Annie and Kate, Just blossoming 
into robust childhood, bade good-bye to 
St. Louis county. The elder child went 
among her little friends and told about 
how “papa" was going to take them 
“all around the world." They were go¬ 
ing to see everything and their voices 
rang with mirth as they toddled away 
from the old homestead—the wonder 
and envy of their tiny neighbors. 

Across country, rotjgh ami broken In 
places, they journeyed to the railroad 
depot. The train was *i novel sight, 
but still more marvelous to the tnfant 
minds was the swiftness with which 
they sped to their far-away destina¬ 
tion.

CHILI WILL FLOAT BIG LOAN. 


Buenos Ayres. Dec. 25. via Galveston. 
—The new protocol between Chill and 
Argentina has been signed. 

A dispatch from Santiago de Chill 
says that after a fresh conference held 
this evening between President Rlesco, 
Foreign Minister Yanez and Senor For- 
tela, the Argentina Minister, the new 
agreement was signed, the latest n**d~ 
Ideations to the former proposals being 
accepted. 

The Government officially confirms 
the statement that the new agreement 
has been signed, putting an end to the 
conflict between the two nations. 

The newspapers say the new protocol 
between Chill and Argentina dispels 
the Immediate danger of wax, but that 
the remedy Is not permanent. The 
armies of the two countries are, mean¬ 
while, continuing their warlike prepa¬ 
rations. 

Chill has decided upon the erection of 
new fortifications at Talcahuano and 
Punta Arenas. 

At a secret session of the Chilian Sen¬ 
ate yesterday the Government demand¬ 
ed authority for the expenditure of 
$15,000,000 In preparations for defense. 
The sitting was an axclting one. It 
was finally decided to authorize the 
floating of a loan for the purpose. 

According to the Dlarto and the Com- 
meo. Argentina, for her part. In view of 
the new naval acquisition by Chill, ha* 
decided upon the cotuuructlon In Italy 
of two warships of 8,000 tons, to be 
ttady by the end of 1302. 

A dispatch from Santiago de Chill 
says Prime Minister Tocornal, replying 
to an Interpellation In the Chamber of 
Deputies, said the statement that a new 
agreement between Argentina and Chill 
already had been signed, was prema¬ 
ture. but that a communication had 
been forwarded. 

TRUST IS BLAMED FOR 

SUICIDE OF OHIO MAN. 


Company In Which He Held Stock 
Joined Combine and He Was 
Squeezed Out. 


Dayton. O.. Dec. 25.—[Special.]—The 
agricultural Implement trust is re¬ 
sponsible for the suicide of W. A, Scott 
here to-day. Sco-tt was a member of 
the Stoddard Manufacturing Company, 
and had been secretary of the company 
for twenty-nine years. Recently the 
company Joined the trust, and Scott was 
deposed and frozen out. Ha could not 
sell hts stock, as It paid no dividends.

The Schooner Parkhurst Missing and 
Eight Lives Thoyght To Have 
Been Lost. 


Gloucester, Mass.. Dec. 25.—Eight 
men are believed to have lost their 
Uves In the foundering of the schooner 
Eliza H. Parkhurst. of this port, which 
was posted to-day by its owners as 
missing. The Parkhurst, commanded by 
Capt. John D. McKinnon, sailed from 
the Bay of Islands. N. F.. November 24, 
for this port, with a crew of six men 
and one passenger, Lawrence McDon¬ 
ald. of this city. The boat carried a 
cargo of herring. A gale sprang up No¬ 
vember 25. and in It the Parkhurst Is 
believed to have foundered. 

KILLING NEAR BRISTOL. 

Fist Fight Leads To the Murder of An 
Ex-Con federate. 

Bristol, Tenn., Dec. 25.—[Special.]— 
Robert Moore, aged fifty-five, an ex- 
Confederate of Washington county, 
Va.. was shot dead while riding his 
horse two miles north of Bristol last 
night by Thomas Templeton, aged thir¬ 
ty-six. a man with whom he had a fist 
fight in Bristol In the afternoon.

Three Suicides and Loss 
of 8100,000,000 


IN THE SLUMP IN COPPER. 


NEARLY EVERY CITY IN THE 
LAND HAS FELT THE EF¬ 
FECTS. 


TUMBLE FROM 130 TO 60 1-2. 


St. Louis, Dec. 25.—A Boston telegram 
to the Post-Dispatch pays: Copper has 
probably cost American speculators 
more than $100,000,000 and the actual 
losses may never be known. But there 
is a tendency to be loyal to the m<<tal 
In expectation of good, big advances. 
Efforts were made to-night to obtain 
something like actual figures, but the 
most conservative estimates were ac¬ 
companied with the statement that 
cross trading made the actual situation 
one of doubt. 

The cqjd fact Is known, however, thait 
at least three men committed suicide 
as a direct result of tho stump, and 
copper stock that once proudly hung its 
hat on peg 130 collapsed to 60%. This 
was a paper loss of $107,720,000. The 
general depression In all other stocks 
wrought losses of enormous sums, all 
of which are attributed to copper. 

Thomas Lawson, of this city, is be¬ 
lieved to have stood to lose from $10.- 
000.000 to $15,000,000 at ore time, but he 
weathered the storm and his actual loss 
will probably be small. The Marcus 
Daly estate is believed to have lost 
heavily, probably *ii\ore than any hold¬ 
er of stock. 

It Is believed that the losses in New 
York City were at least $50,000,000. The 
Rockefeller crowd were both losers and 
Jieavy winners, but it is believed thru 
they did not close out at any b’g profit. 
Their losses In the general market must 
have been heavy. 

• • • 

St. Louis Is Out 950,000. 


St. Louis is reported as losing $50,000, 
divided among several hundred small 
investors who bought the stock when 
the boom first started. There has been 
little open trading and comparatively 
little speculation on margins. If the 
stock recovers Its loss the &t. Louis 
holders will be out nothing, as most 
have held on to their stock expecting 
better days. 

Western Massachusetts Investors lost 
upward of $1,000,000. More than $500,000 
was lost In Springfield alone. A score 
of bucket shops within a radlua of 
thirty miles of Springfield are said to 
have profiled about $100,000 by the cop¬ 
per situation within three months In 
amounts varying from $10 to $1,000. 
Western Massachusetts has not had 
any suicides or business failures which 
can be traced directly to the copper sit¬ 
uation. The banks have, however, tid¬ 
ed over a serious situation for a num¬ 
ber of business houses. 

Most of the Amalgamated held there¬ 
abouts was bought between 90 and 100. 
The bank officials there have thought 
well of copper and have invested per¬ 
sonal funds In them. The disposition of 
Investors is to hold their securities to 
the bitter end. the prevalent belief be¬ 
ing that Amalgamated will ultimately 
reach par again. 

In Cleveland there have been failures 
or suicides as a resuR of the slump, al¬ 
though two or three hundred persons 
are said to have been caught in Amal¬ 
gamated stock. A fair share of the 
holdings were purchased outright, but 
much stock was carried on margins. A 
careful estimate by a broker who claims 
to know places the total losses ait $*00,- 
000. The general belief In Cleveland 
is that the price will odvanp? 
and that a chance will be afforded to 
recoup past losses. L , ,

Butte Dropped One Million. 


Out In Butte. Mont., the losses amount 
to all of a million dollars. There have 
been no actual failures there, but sev¬ 
eral prominent buplness men and form¬ 
er capitalists are reported to be hanging 
on the edge of bankruptcy. There are 
many Instances wdiere Butte men have 
beren Induced to Invest their savings 
qf a lifetime in the stock, and have lost 
all. Mo«t of the losers were fricnd9 of 
the lat* Marcus Daly, and wore Induced 
to Invent on the representations of the 
Daly bank* in Butte and Anaconda. 
They have Just learned that, while they 
were busy buying Amalgamated and 
Annconda stock, the Daly estate was 
unloading Its holdings. The losers in¬ 
clude many big merchants, and hun¬ 
dreds of men who work for salaries. 
The Butte Miners* LTnioa, which was In¬ 
duced to Invest $50,000 In Amalgamated 
when It was $ 100 . la guaranteed against 
loea by H. H. Rogers, who gave his 
pledge to buy the stock at $100 within a 
year after purchase If the union desired 
to sell. 

Claranoe Page, one of the mining en¬ 
gineers of the Anaconda Company, has 
gone irsane, and his friends have taken 
him to an Eastern sanitarium. It is 
stated that his condition is due to hl3 
losses ir. Amalgamated, amounting to 
$ 10 , 000 .

Bucket Shops Hit Hard. 

Bucket shop proprietors and brokers 
in Cincinnati agree that fully $1,000,600 
was lost in copper. These lospea are 
distributed k> widely, however, that 
they do not appear to have been felt 
with crushing effc'.. in any particular 
quarter. Many good s*‘curltU's, It Is 
claimed, have recently been firmed on 
the market at Cincinnati to make good 
for copper.

AGAINST THE TRUANCY LAW. 


Movement On In Indiana To Have It 
Repealed By Next legislature. 


QUAILS WERE PROTECTED. 


Gov. Durbin. In granting a pardon 
to Alfred Jones, who spent twenty-two 
years In the old Prison South, In Jef¬ 
fersonville, released the oldest life¬ 
time convict In Indiana. He was trans¬ 
ferred April 12, 1SD7, to the Indiana 
State Prison. Jones Is colored and wae 
born In 1825. He was sent to Jeffer¬ 
sonville from Vanderburg county, Au¬ 
gust 10. 1874. Often he has related the 
story of his crime to a reporter for the 
Courier-Journal. He said: 

"I treated my wife rights She went 
with another man. I knocked him in 
the head. \ was Jealous.” 

Jones generally talked of himself Im¬ 
personally. as If relating facta about a 
ir.an whom he once knew. 

Superintendent Hert naked Jones one 
day If he could 'read and write. , He 
could not and the Superintendent In¬ 
formed him that he would have to go 
to school. Jones pleaded with Super¬ 
intendent Hert to spare him. He satd 
the other convicts would laugh at him. 
But Jones, after hard work, learned to 
read and write, and was always proud 
of his accomplishment. 

Jonea drew a pension. He made ex¬ 
tra time and was allowed small pay. 
All of thin he saved. His money had 
been on interest for years. He now has 
11,000. 

This old man saw the old Prison 
South HI! time and ngnln with new 
faces. Yearn ago he tried for a pardon. 
He failed to get It. Often he would 
say: 

“This Is a good home. I guess I don't 
want to leave It.” 

When the Senate Committee from the 
Indiana Legislature was In Jefferson¬ 
ville in 1887 to Investigate Capt. Jack 
Howard, then the Warden, Jones was 
the fireman in the laundry engine room. 
He testified that a convict had been 
killed and dissected in the hospital, and 
that his heart had been thrown into 
the coal pile where Jones was at work, 
and he found It in a shovel of coal, 
still quivering. The story lacked foun¬ 
dation. but Jones had studied It over 
so often that he actually believed It. 

Alexander Fleetwood, who was par* 
doned by Gov. Mount, began his sen¬ 
tence In the Prison South shortly before 
Jones was received. With his brother, 
he was committed at the age of ilfteen 
years for the murder of John Hines in 
Salt Creek township, Jackson county, 
where he was born In 1857. Several 
boys at play got into trouble and Hines 
met his death. The Fleetwoods were 
K -I. although Ab*x. deno d lu w as 
there. On his death bed the elder 
brother declared that Alex, was inno- 
cmt. He spent twenty-seven years be¬ 
hind the bars. 

Fleetwood had no more knowledge of 
the world than a child Superintend¬ 
ent Hert's men taught him to read and 
write. 

William Flower, who spent twenty 
years In the Prison South, is now be¬ 
lieved to be the oldest convict In In¬ 
diana. He was sent up In 1876 for hav¬ 
ing assassinated Dr. Armstrong, at 
Terre Haute. Anthony McDougal. a 
Jeffersonville wife-murderer, and Isaac 
Kendrick, w ho killed his wife Iri Vigo 
county, are the next oldest "lifers.”

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Want Truancy Law Repealed. 

The iruuncy law enacted by the Leg 
lature of 1897 may be repealed by the 
next 1^‘giHipture. Petitions have been 
eertt to different counties by James Mar¬ 
lin. of Monroe county, to be presented 
at the next session of the General As¬ 
sembly. The law*, the petition sets forth, 
legislates away one of the dearest and 
most Inalienable rights of man—the 
right of parents to the custody of their 
children. "This has been done.” It pro¬ 
ceeds. "nt the demand of a little clique 
of pretended experts In education And 
• gajnst the wishes of a vast majority of 
the people.” 

It la claimed by the petitioner* that 
the law is tyrannical, and says further: 
"If a parent tray not lawfully withdraw 
tils ch.ld from an immoral, unjust or 
8nconipvterU teacher, then he has no 
F tight worth preserving." The purpose 
^smisbt is for the Legislature to em¬ 
power parents and guardians of pupils 
to have a voice m ihe selection of u-ach- 
trs in the public schools. The petitioners 
pledge themselves to use whatever in- 
fluauce they have to defeat any candl- 
dateTfor either branch of the Legislature 
who will not publicly and explicitly 
piomi**' to work for the reforms men¬ 
tioned. 

Farmers the Friends of Quail. 
Next Tuesday at midnight the open 
season for shooting quail In Indiana will 
come to mi end. While there was an 
abundance of birds, the city sportsmen 
had a very unprofitable season, for the 
reason that It was almost Impossible to 
secure the permission required by law 
from many of the farmers to hunt over 
their lands. 

Some sportsmen tvtleve that more 
birds were destroyed last week by the 
cold weather than were killed by the 
hunters since the opening of the season, 
but the farmers declare that the mor¬ 
tality among the birds was of scarcely 
any consequence, and that unless there 
comes continued cold weather, accom¬

The restrictive action of the Flank of 
France can be plainly aeen In Its great 
Increase In cash and Its decrease in dir* 
counts. This has had a world-wide ef¬ 
fect, and the abandonment of the policy 
would moke all the International mar¬ 
kets easier. 


International MDnetary Conditions^ 
The time Is now at hand for a general 
easing In the world*® money markets. 

The break in the rates for call loans 
in New York from 8 per cent, to 2% and 
3 per cent, on the eve of the bol'days Is 
reasonably satisfactory Indication that 
the period of dear money in the United 
States Is practically over. The sharp 
decline was a surprise even to many 
bank* r?, aa tt was feared that stringency 
woulifr continue until the January dis¬ 
bursements were completed. Money has 
been in such active demand from all 
branches of trade tha t thf relief to come 
from a subsidence of speculation was 
not thoroughly appreciated. The prece¬ 
dent of tight money lu the fall and De¬ 
cember was first ignored, and perhaps 
It was only natural that the one of easy 
conditions in January should be forgot¬ 
ten. 

Relief has begun even earner than 
usual from the Norm we* t, according to 
reports from Chicago uatlonal bankers. 
They are quoted in last Tuesday's Inter 

Ocean as saying that money Is coming 
back to that center at tbe rate of near¬ 
ly a quarter of a million of dollars a 
day. and that the movement has started 
two weeks earlier than expected. A 
large amount of cash is sent from Chi¬ 
cago to the Northwest every fall for the 
purpose of moving the crops, the na¬ 
tional banks furnishing the bulk of the 
supply. This money usually begins to 
return about January 1. This year the 
enormous wheat c’rop called for heavy 
gums, but the tide turned several days 
ago. The Continental National reported 
receipts of currency from Minnesota of 
$75,000 and $100,000 a day for all the 
past week. The Corn Exchange 

enl other nationals make sim¬ 

ilar reports, and the aggregate re¬ 
ceipts ore thought by the Inter Ocean 
to have reached $250,000 for over a week. 
The reason for the earlier movement Is 
that the Northwest farmers are In the 
best financial position they have ever 
been In. and are borrowing little money.

The policy of the Bank of France 
In this matter has caused a good deal of 
criticism, as It Is held largely responsible 
for the depression of trade on the conti¬ 
nent In general.

Chili and Argentina. 

The quarrels of Spanlsh-Amerlcari re¬ 
publics are not Always easy of compre¬ 
hension. The Spanish mind has o lik¬ 
ing for generalities, an aversion to de¬ 
tails suited with precision. The dis¬ 
tinction between conclusions of law and 
bald statements of fact Is nowhere so 
sharply drawn as In the common law*, 
and those who plead according to the 
principles which It lays down are not 
satisfied with the latitude which Span- 
l8h-Amerlcana allow themselves in 
stating their cases. It is possible to 
read a great deal of what they say In 
grandiloquent terms about their griev¬ 
ances without arriving at any satis¬ 
factory knowledge of the real facts. 

It Is known, however, in a general 
way. that Chill and Argentina have a 
dispute about territory whirh dates 
back to 1880. The question of the boun¬ 
dary between them has beer, the sub¬ 
ject of several treaties without putting 
an end to the controversy. It is agreed 
that Argentina owns the territory east 
of the eastern ridge of the Andes. That 
is clear enough on paper, but when th? 
parties go into the disputed territory 
they are not always able to agree what 
Is the eastern ridge of the Andes at a 
particular point. The question was 
submitted to Great Britain for arbi¬ 
tration. and a tribunal has been busy 
pretty much al! this year trying to set¬ 
tle It. But there are Instances on rec¬ 
ord where litigants have fallen to fight¬ 
ing while their cases were on trial lu 
court, and such a contingency has been 
threatened In South America. This 
has grown out of dissensions as to 
what shall be done In the disputed ter¬ 
ritory while awaiting a decision. Chill 
has been accused of making military 
reads leading to the frontier and pre¬ 
sumably trenching on the ground, the 
title to which Is In controversy. The 
Immediate questions now creating trou¬ 
ble were not submitted to the arbitra¬ 
tors, though the tribunal will consider 
them if both parties agree. 

In the event of a war the advantage 
would apparently be with Argentina, 
as it has a larger population, about 
four and a half millions to a little more 
than three minions in Chill. Then At- 
gentlna produces all the fojd it needs 
at home and has a good deal for export, 
which Chill has not The Argentine 
navy is also stronger, at least on pa¬ 
per. Chill's army on a peace footing 
consists of 9,000 men; that of Ar¬ 
gentina of 9,237. while the latter has a 
larger population from which to draw 
for war purposes On the other hand 
Chill has the advantage In c.v»h re¬ 
sources. 

Of course, In war mere superiority in 
numbers does not alw*ays count. The 
Chilians have the reputation of being 
exceedingly stubborn fighting men. and 
they fully Justified It in their Civil War 
ten years ago. The people of Argentina 
are said to be brave and warlike also, 
but they have not had any recent oc¬ 
casion to demonstrate It The Chilians, 
who are called "the Yankees of the 
South," are the most aggressive of 
South American nations and In recent 
contests have had the advantage of 
their neighbors. This very character¬ 
istic has stirred up hostile feelings 
against them In several South Ameri¬ 
can countries, and hostilities 
once begun might Involve some 
other republics. The indications are 
that Chili will not have much sympathy 
In South America, and this considera¬ 
tion may deter her Government from 
engaging In an unnecessary war. 

Mr. Boyle On British Trade. 

The United States Consul at Liver¬ 
pool. Mr. Boyle, adds his testimony to 
that of many others as to the unsatis¬ 
factory condition of British trade, con¬ 
cerning which there is practically no 
dispute. But It Is very likely that Mr. 
Boyle lays too great stress on present 
conditions, assuming that they are to 
continue forever, "unless something la 
done." 

So far as the great progress made by 
the United States is concerned, there Is 
nothing In this that ought not to have 
been anticipated, and that was not, 
In fact, long ago fully foreseen by 
thoughtful observers. Our great natural 
resources, our growing population, our 
Intelligent and productive labor, are ele¬ 
ments of progress which have long been 
taken Into account by all except those 
who were wilfully blind. When, ten or 
twelve years ago, our manufacturers 
were invited by tho*? whom they re¬ 
garded as enemies to go out and cap¬ 
ture the markets of the world, th. sug¬ 
gestion was m^t. not with Incredulity 
merely, but with derision. "VYhat haw 
we to do with abriwd?" was the sinister 
answer. Since then our ntor© enlight¬ 
ened business men haVe come *o reall2c 
that we have a sr at deal to do abroad, 
and that the capture of the world's 
markets i» no longer n dream but a 
consummation to he expected and 
eventually realised. Nor has what has 
already been done In thts direction 
taken by surprise the more far-seeing 
observers in Great Britain, though some 
of them may not have expected it to 
come so *«>on. it was inevitable that 
this country should eventually nirpaas 
all others in industrial pursuits. A 


short-fdghted policy has delayed the ex¬ 
pansion of our foreign trade, but even 
thl* cannot fight successfully with 
destiny. 

The inevitable progress of the United 
States, however, mod not awaken 
despair In the British minds. On this 
point Mr. Balfour, In a recent speech, 
uttered sentiments which are no doubt 
shared by many Englishmen. "To hear 
*«nne people talk," said Mr. Balfour, 
•‘one really might suppose that every 
successful and prosperous manufacture 
started by any other country wna a 
robbery committed on British trade; 
that It Warn not s<» much an addition 
to the wealth of the world pr. a sub¬ 
traction from the wealth of Great Brit¬ 
ain." Mr. Balfour refused to accept 
thl* theory, but staid that the prosperity 
of one country conduces to the pros¬ 
perity o t all nations. !1e Is, therefore, 
prepared to look with perfect eercnlty 
on the Increase of the world’s wealth.. 

It Is, of course. true that the British 
trade at this time Is not so prostperou*? 
ns could b« desired. But such things 
have happened to all countries, and the 
temporary condition has been equally 
accepted by others as permanent. While 
the United States were engaged In the 
most gigantic civil war In history, there 
were prophet of evil fn abundance who 
thought that the end of our brilliant 
career of progress had been reached, 
am! that the greatest of republics had 
entered upon a decline that would be 
permanent. Only a few years have 
elapsed since o»*r business was pro¬ 
foundly depressed, ar»d such periods re¬ 
turn at Intervals to ti3 and to all coun¬ 
tries. It Is a very short-sighted view 
which accepts temp-re ry conditions as 
an indication of perir.iir,?M decadence.

French and American Bonds. 

The Figaro Is Inexpressibly delighted 
that a 3 per cent, loan of 265.000.000 
francs, or a little less than $33,000,000 In 
our money, has been subscribed for at 
par many times. With characteristic 
modesty it says: 

"They subscribed six mllllahrs. the fruits 
of thdr labor and economy. 

"Twenty-live francs ottered for every 
frnne asked! 

"What credit is equal to that of France? 
Could one ever find In England to-duy a 
similar movement to All the public treas¬ 
ury? The success of the loan la the work 
of the patient labor of an industrial and 
serious nation, not that of politicians. 

"No one will understand our country if 
he does not pine- above those ephemeral 
tumults In the street this marvellous evi¬ 
dence of richness and wisdom given by the 
entire people of France." 

This, Indeed, speaks wHl for the thrift 
of Jacques Bonhomme and his good wife 
Jacqueline. No other European coun¬ 
try could hive equalled this experience. 
Still, how does the credit of France 
surpass that of the United Stabs? The 
loan Is at 3 per cent, and It was of¬ 
fered at par and Is of a kind that ap¬ 
peals above all others French capi¬ 
talists and peasant savers. Of course. 
It would be oversubscribed and to be 
AUbncribed for twenty-five times was re¬ 
markable, but the price does not begin 
to compare with that paid for the ob¬ 
ligations of the United States, whose 
bonds are now selling on an Income 
basis of about 1.70 per cent. It la 
true that the 2 per cents., which were 
quoted Tuesday at 10S?$ft 109** have an 
advantage because necessary to the na¬ 
tional banks, but the price Is still an 
extraordinary one. In fact, all of our 
Government bonds are bringing prices 
far above those of any other country. 
If a 3 per cent, loan should be put out 
now it would easily be oversubscribed 
on a 2 per cent, basis, no matter 
whether required for bank circulation 
or not.

The claimant, who 
served during the Civil War as a member 
of <\>mpafty H. One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Pennsylvania volunteers, was 
stage carpenter at Ford’s Theater, on 
Tenth street, the night of the national 
tragedy. As Booth, the assassin, leaped 
from the box and was running toward 
the exit leading to the rear alley Rllters- 
baeh claims he seized the fleeing man 
hy the throat and tried to slop blm. 
Booth, however, threw him off and con¬ 
tinued his flight, pursued by Rittersbach. 

Rlttersbaoh’s claim Is for the loss of 
his kit of carpenter's tools and personal 
property, which ilisttpi^ared from the the¬ 
ater during the great excitement follow¬ 
ing the assassination of President Lin¬ 
coln. He was promptly arrested ns a Gov¬ 
ernment witness and Incarcerated for 
thirty days in the old Capitol prison. It 
was while he was under arrest, he says, 
that his property was stolen from behind 
the stage at Ford’s Theater. During the 
trial of Mrs. Surratt and the others, which 
followed, Rlttorsbach was guarded back 
and forth from the prison to the court by 
two soldlsr* with loaded muskets and fixed 
bayonets. His claim has been presented 
to the House of Representatives by Rep¬ 
resentative Groavenor, of Ohio.—[Wash¬ 
ington telegram to the Philadelphia Times.

On th© bills they call "Molly Pitdher" 

nn original comedy drama. Original it 
certainly is In many ways, and comedy- 
well. It Is probably comedy by that li¬ 
cense which terms everything comedy 
wherein the final curtain rings down on 
aught but corpses. At any rote 
a battle scene with real gun¬ 
powder, exploding cannon nnd scores of 
dead men Is enough to lend n trace of 
seriousness to th© main climax of the 
piece. For the rest, desperate duels, con¬ 
demnations to death nnd hslr-brcadth 
escapes keep the audience from continu¬ 
ous laughter. 

A colonial melodrnma—that Is "Molly 
Pitcher’’—and a rattling good melodrama 
It le. 

If all the romantic swashbuckling heroes 
who have held the boards and the hearts 
of the matinee girls during th© past three 
yenrs could form an audience to see the 
colonial maid do her deeds, before ihe 
end of the performance they would rise !n 
their seats as one, draw swords nnd give 
Molly Pitcher the Queen’s salute. Then, 
privately, they would wag their heads 
and congratulate one another that It was 
against all laws of gallantry to fight a 
lady. For not one of them would have 
a chance. Jennlco, D’Artugnan. Rassen- 
dyll—why, she would take them on one 
after another and then scarcely work up 
an appetite for supper. And the audi¬ 
ence would cry for more. 

Macauley's was comfortably filled last 
night and throughout the piece not a 
person left a seat, so eager was ever)* 
one to see Just what Molly would do to 
those "lobster bucks" next. At the finish 
It was hard to see how* she could do any¬ 
thing else to thea*. 

From a simple country girl to a cap¬ 
taincy In Washington's army Is certainly 
a long road, but Molly Pitched makes It 
In strides to put the fabled seven-leagued 
boots far to the rear. A country girl, she 
comes to the house of her uncle, Mr. 
Galloway, a Tory merchnnt of Philadel¬ 
phia. There she meet* Capt. Carrington, 
a kind-hearted English officer, who has 
charge of the prison in which the "Yan¬ 
kees" are confined. Farrington und Molly 
ta\T in love. The llrwt act ends with 
Molly and Anne Carew. an English 
actress, face to face, and Molly has Just 
called the English girl a cat. 

With the second act the story opens 
properly. By a trick of th© English 
actress. Carrington Is sent on a danger¬ 
ous mission Into the American lines. The 
English girl tells Molly Pitcher that a 
plot Is on to murder Washington. Molly, 
nil anxiety, straightway sends word by 
messenger of the ploL The man to do 
the deed Is Carrington, so the English 
actress tells the American girl when the 
message has gone that will condemn her 
lover to death. They arc lu a room to- 
gether locked In. Miss Unn-w has a 
sword and can us© It. In desperation 
Molly seizes ono also, nnd they fight. A 
sword duel between desperate women for 
the life of a man they love—and It Is 
only the seednd act. 

The third is the prison scene, where 
the dauntless heroine, disguised as an 
orange girl, warns her lover. Along here 
is splendid comedy. It ends In Molly s 
compelling the Jailer to shoot at her that 
the signal for the escape of the American 
prisoners, a allot, may In* given. 

Carrington, of course, throws up his 
commission to become n private Amer¬ 
ican soldier, and th© next act Is the 
battle of Monmouth. The people In the 
parquet sniff real gunpowder, the rour 
is terrific, scores of men are running, 
falling, shooting and yelling at the top 
of their voices. And there In front of 
them all Is Molly Pitcher, swabbing the 
cannon and crying to the troops to "hold 
their ground." 

Of course In the end Molly g -ts her 
lover. Incidentally several other mar¬ 
riages are arranged* 

As Molly intcher. Miss Kidder scored a 
distinct success. Her comedy work was 
delightful, and when Molly felt called 
upon to fight n duel, swab a cannon, en¬ 
courage an army or do any other little 
business like that, she would figuratively 
roll up her sleeves and soil In with a 
dash nnd abandon, nnd at the same lime 
strength, that won her time nnd again 
rounds of applause. 

If Miss Kidder did wyll. she had an 
opposite olive Oliver to make the stnr 
extend herself. Miss OUvor made as 
comprehensive, nnd nt the same tlm* 
charming, a pcttlcoated villain as one 
would wish to sec. Her work ehow«*d 
rang**, variety and repressed power.

TO CONSULT WITH BOARDS. 


THEY WILL CARRY OUT HIS 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


SHIFT IN BUILDING OFFICE. 


Mayor Grainger Is expected to con¬ 
sult with the members of the two ex¬ 
ecutive boards to-day or to-morrow 
concerning the appointments and 
changes in the departments which will 
be made on January 1. The Mayor will 
submit a list of the appointments which 
he favors and will request that they

be made accordingly. It Is said that he 
has already made up his mind as to the 
changes he desires. 

It is understood that two appoint¬ 
ments will be announced this week by 
the Board of Public Safety. They arc 
Edward Sherley, Building Inspector, 
and Robert J. Tllford Assistant Build¬ 
ing Inspector. Mr. Tllford Is now Build¬ 
ing Inspector and Mr. Sherley is his 
assistant. 

Until the last Republican Council 
came Into office the salary of the As¬ 
sistant Inspector and the Inspector's 
clerk was $100 a month. The Republic¬ 
ans passed an ordinance reducing the 
salary of the Assistant Inspector to $iW 
a month and of the clerk to $50 a 
month. By this policy, which at tha 
time was generally condemned as nig¬ 
gardly. the city saved $1,200 a year. The 
salaries of these officials will be re¬ 
stored to the former amount, Mayor 
Grainger not believing in employing 
men to perform important duties with¬ 
out properly compensating them for 
their services. Consequently Mr. Til- 
ford's salary will be $1,200 a year. The

T IIERE has been no let-up by the 
New York Club in Its effort to 
secure players for next season's 
team, despite the fact that the 
National League now Is In the clutches of 
the law. Mr. Freedman Is going ahead 
just the same as though the old organi¬ 
sation were foot loose and is making every 
effort to land flrst-class men. although 
many obstacles are being thrown In his 
path. eays the New York Press. Yester¬ 
day the New York Club received the 
feigned contract of Manly Thurston, a 
catcher, formerly of the Detroit Athletic 
Club, a noted semi-professional organiza¬ 
tion of the City of the Straits. 

Sam Thompson, a few years ago one of 
the shining lights of the National league, 
and who played in the outfleid with Ned 
31 anion on the famous Detroit Club and 
later served many years with the Phlladel- 
phlas. Is the manager of the Detroit A. C.. 
whence comes this latest New York 
recruit. Flattering Indeed was the recom¬ 
mendation that the old league war horse 
gave young Thurston. "He is big." Sam 
wrote to the New York Club, "fast on his 
feet. can throw as well as Buck Ewing 
ever could In his palmiest days and can hit 
like a fiend. You'll find him uli right." 

Besides Thompson. Frank Bowerman, 
whose home Is in Detroit and who has 
watched Thurston behind the bat. also 
fepoke highly of his ability and predicted 
that he would make good right from the 
jump. No grass Is growing under the feet 
of the New York Club, and It is believed 
•that a complete team could be placed in 
the field to-day were It necessary to do so. 
Five pitchers—Mathewson, Taylor, McGee, 
Evans and Burke—already have been 
feigned and there may be a couple of addi¬ 
tions to this twirling staff. McAleer, man- 
feger of the St. Louis American League 
team, and McGraw. of the Baltimore's. 
Iiave been hot after Evans, the young 
X'tah pitcher, since he. signed a New York 
contract.

Johnson and Freedman. 

That Ban Johnson will come to terms 
Keith Andrew Freedman and place an 
American League team In New York 
feeems to be the opinion of many follow¬ 
ers of the game In Greater New York. 
While there Is every reason to believe 
that Johnson will do no such thing—this 
Season at least—It is to be hoped that he 
will, for then the patrons of the national 
•port could be reasonably sure that Freed - 
man s connection w.th tho game would be 
fehort. It would take just a man of the 
Johnson stripe to put Freedman out of the 
business. The Gotnarn magnate has been 
running tilings In th* National League to 
tfiilt himself Tor a long time, and there 
Was no one to call a halt on him until 
8 paldlng showed up. It Is a question 
whether Spalding will bo able to carry 
qut h'.ft threat to forco Freedman out of 
baHcball. If he does he will be doing the 
game and Its supporters a wo* id of good, 
and if he falls it is to be hoped that Freed¬ 
man will encounter Ban Johnson Mc¬ 
Graw was of the ruling sort until he joined 
the American League, and Freedman’s 
finish would come Just as quick.

And it 
looks ns if Johnson has played his cards 
with wisdom. 


S TORIES In circulation to the ef¬ 
fect that Terry McGovern Is 
not In the best of shapb may be 
true or untrue, but they natur¬ 
ally cause much speculation as to wheth¬ 
er the little Brooklyn fighter will ever be 
able to regain hla lost title from Young 
Corbett In the event of another meeting. 
A fighter once put to sleep never pos¬ 
sesses the same confidence again. While 
McGovern Is undoubtedly fearless, and 
would go Into another mlx-up with the 
wonderful Denver boy eager to adminis¬ 
ter a decisive blow. It Is not probable 
that he would feel the same confidence 
that made him climb Into the ring at 
Hartford on Thanksgiving Day cocksure 
of success. With lessened confidence, 
therefore. McGovern would find In his op¬ 
ponent a tighter whose self-possession 
and faith In his prowess had Increased 
twofold, which would be an additional 
handicap for the Brooklynite to overcome. 

They are many sporting men who say 
that they predicted long ago that a boy 
who could stand up to the gjiff and hit 
Terry blow for blow would have a chanca 
to win.

"Mr. Freedman's attorney is at perfect 
liberty to make any deduction from that 
letter he pleases, but it speaks for Itself. 
The quotation that this New York attor¬ 
ney makes from my letter Is as misleading 
as everything that Mr. Freedman has done 
since this baseball controversy com¬ 
menced. if he had preceded his quotation 
•that I must refuse to act further as 
presldent-sccrctary-treasurer of the Na¬ 
tional League’ with the words, pending 
the decision of the court.' he would have 
shown a stronger disposition to quote my 
letter correctly. 

"Early in December I was Informed by 
a committee of the National League that 
I hod been unanimously elected president 
of that organization on that date. Col. 
John I. Rogers, a prominent attorney of 
Philadelphia, has assured me that that 
election w*as regular and legal. A similar 
opinion has been expressed by my per¬ 
sonal attorney. Alfred W. Kiddle, of New 
York. 1 believe I am the legally-elected 
president of rhe Nuttonal league and as 
I consider the opinions as quoted above 
as good as the opinion of Mr. Freed man's 
attorney. 1 shall continue to believe my¬ 
self <he legally-elected president of the 
National League until some court of com* 
petent Jurisdiction shall decide otherwise. 
Pending this Anal decision and In accord¬ 
ance with the order of the Supremo Court 
of New York I am temporarily restrained 
from acting as the presldent-secretary- 
treasurer of the National League and I 
must bow to the majesty of the law and 
comply with the court's order. 

"I have instructed my attorney to do 
anything In h:s Judgment he may deem 
necessary to make a proper an-jwer at 
the proper time to any and all charges 
that may be preferred by Mr. Freedman 
ami those who for personal reasons seem 
to deem It necessary to continue their 
association with him In these legal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

"I have Instructed my attorney to Insist 
that the case be brought to trial and not 
permit It to be dismissed until a final de¬ 
cision has been reached. Mr. Freedman's 
attorney's insinuation that the Issuance of 
a temporary injunction upon the hearing 
only of Mr. Freedman’s side of the ease 
settles the case In Mr. Freedman's favor, 
is too ridiculous to treat seriously and 
was given out probably for the purpose of 
throw.ng dust In the eyes of the baseball 
public and to try to befog the real Issue 
and also to stampede the four clubs that 
are responsible for my election." 

The statement closes with a sharp at¬ 
tack on Mr. Freedman and his methods 
as a baseball magnate.

I N spite of Btormy weather and a cold 
spell that almost broke the record 
for December, the winter race meet¬ 
ing attracts large crowds of patrons 
each week. At tne rate of progression In 
this desirable respect the attendance will 
break all records during tho 100 days of the 
series and stamp this winter meet.ng as 
the most successful, financially, ever held 
In the Crescent City, says a special from 
New Orleans. 

This public stamp of support^ of the rac¬ 
ing In the face of the entire suspension of 
t^ie free Lst. except to* the press, speaks/ 
volumes In regard to the popularity of 
well-managed support; and the official 
force of tho Crescent City Jockey Club 
has had experience enough to look closely 
and capably toward the morale as well 
as the material of the dally contests held 
over Its tracks. 

That Presiding Steward Rees Is deter¬ 
mine*! to do his part toward clean sport 
and honest racing the suspension of two 
Jockeys the last week shows. No racing 
official on earth can detect everything 
that happens In races under his observa¬ 
tion; but If he acts when raw and flagrant 
occurrences crop up that are instantly 
fopd for adverse comment, public confb 
dence will be his and his rulings treated 
with a corresponding degree of respect. 

Capability and fearlessness In racing of¬ 
ficials affect the bookmaklng fraternity 
everywhere as favorably as It docs the 
general public. Eighteen Itookmakers In 
line here this week, a record thus early In 
the meeting, attests the confidence of lay¬ 
ers as well as backers that the racing offi¬ 
cials will give them also a run for their 
money as far as lies In their power. And 
thus the matters are moving along on 
the desired even keel of progress* 

As for the racing proper. It has. as usual 
everywhere, emphasized afresh the sport’s 
glorious uncertainty. Changes of track 
consequent on rain, mud and, early thU 
week, frost have seen many outsiders in 
front and performances that In several 
rases have looked hard to reconcile with 
othc rs by the same horses. 

But as 9 . matter of fact where fields are 
largo and, a* Is the case In the selling di¬ 
vision here, made up of a very moderate 
class of horses, various happenings, such 
hr an advantage or disadvantage at the 
start, to gain on a Jostle, a horse being 
* urrled In the deepest going or vice versa, 
decide the 1 -sue, and record Inconsistent 
performances that can be explained satis¬ 
factorily, when looked into calmly and 
dispassionately. This covers some of the 
reversals «*een during the meeting thus 
far. and always will give reasonable ex- 
etif* s for a proportion of reversals as long 
as racing exists. 

But this accident percentage In racing 
reversals will not. like charity, "cover the 
multitude," etc*. It will not suffice for all 
Rat ng censors, that is those who cause 
and are willing to act, will be governed 


more by the performance of the Jockey 
than the horse. Not always, but cn most 
occasions, where suspects came under the 
ban. the rider, not the horse. Is the cul¬ 
prit. and Intelligent racing officials the 
world over take this view of It 

The two Jockeys suspended here the la?t 
wck. particularly young Nutt, hav only 
themselves to thank for their present 10 - 
slt.on. According to the custom here, 
neither of them can ga n adml-slon to the 
track, even by paying their way In, until 
their suspension is lifted; a practical plan 
In every way. one that is applied here to 
those under the official ban at o:hrr tracks 
also. 

Only recently a party ruled off at New* 
York In connection with rb«» Wax Taper 
rate at Shwpshead Bay last September, 
was at the track, having paid his way In. 
As soon as the management learned of 
hie presence he was quietly given to un¬ 
derstand that his room was preferred to 
his company, and that he stand not on the 
order of his going, but go at once—which 
he did. 

Should a party like this sue the Jockey 
Club for his ejectment, he would be up 
against it here more than anywhere else. 
A case was tried at St.•Paul, Mlon.. in (he 
same line of action, the Twin City Jockey 
Club being the defendant and the plaintiff 
was a 100 -to-l chance at all stages of the 
suit. 

Little Scout's success for the $2.10f> stake, 
styled the Preliminary Derby, placed G. C. 
Bennett & Co. second on the list of win¬ 
ning owners, Flz**r & Co. still heading 
th^m All by a small margin. Little Scout 
was very little thought of by his party 
At tho distance (six furlong*) as he llkts 
a longer route. He went to the post at 
25 to 1, and the ring won well over his 
victory on a sloppy, muddy track. 

Rufus Bush, ton of C. 8 . Bush, general 
manager of the Jcckey Club here, has at 
last graduated hts lwo-year-old gelding. 
Crescent City, from the ranks of the 
maidens. The youngster, u very bad actor 
at the post, has suffered from this handi¬ 
cap, but his two seconds of late fore¬ 
showed h‘s victory referred to His owner 
and breeder has & record In this line with 
his first and only attempt in the business 
of breeding racehorses a success. 

The'c olt also enjoys the distinction of 
having been foaled at the racetrack in a 
paddock within a stone’s throw of the- 
number board whereon his success .was 
recorded. By Midst a r, out of Ethel Lee, 
he Inherits speed on both sides. 

Jockey Van Dusen has ridden only one 
race here thus far. It is pretty nearly 
settled that he will go to Hungary with 
Trainer Jim Dyi*r when rhe latter again 
crosses the ocean. 

Fred Foster will also take hl» brother. 
Matt Foster, hack to the Continent with 
him from here. The latter has been en¬ 
gaged to train for a well-known owner 
at a good salary. So the trainers and 
Jockeys from this side of the briny have 
other fields abroad beside In appreciative 
Albion to operate In. Turfmen In France, 
Germany. Austria. Hungary, Turkey, Rus¬ 
sia, etc., have evidently more sporting 
blood in them than rhe Jealous Rrttlshen*. 
And are willing not only to acknowledge 
American superiority when demonrtrated, 
but to employ our trainers and Jockeys at 
princely salaries. 

Of over eighty Jockey* now here, Coburn 
snd Cochran head the list of winners, 
O'Brien who started off at the lead being 
still incapacitated since his fall. O'Brien, 
Dominick ai>d Lyno are next with Otte. 
Blake. Helgeros and Dale farther down In 
the order of success.

HE Derby at Epsom, for some¬ 
thing like 120 years, has been 
regarded as the greatest of 
English races. The winner 
usually Is the best thrce-year-old of th_* 
year. Charles Richardson, in his review 
of the English turf, writes: "Take, for 
Instance, the last dozen years, from 18S7. 
when Galtec More won. About the fa¬ 
mous Irish horse being the best of hla 
year there Is no question whatever, and 
to dismiss him briefly, he was quite ten 
pounds In front of any other three-year- 
old that carried silk that year. Next w f «j 
come to Persimmon, und though the 
Prince of Wales’ equine wondtr was 1:0 
hetter than 8 t. Frusquln at a mile, we 
must Judge the pair on their perform¬ 
ances. and Persimmon beat the Two,Thou¬ 
sand winner a neck at Epsom over a mile 
and a half, hut when giving three pounds 
at Newmarket, at a mile, w\ia beaten half 
a length by Mr. de Rothschild s colt. 80 
tar there was little or nothing between 
them, but. whereas 8 t. Frusquln never 
ran again after winning the Eclipse 
Slakes. Persimmon won the St. Leger In 
a canter, and In the following year ac¬ 
counted fur the Ascot Cup and the El lipse 
Stakes.

Frusquln and Diamond Jubilee, outranks 
all stallions In England, and third In 
point of merit Is Ftorixel 11 ., the brother 
of Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee. Thil 
hors** never won the Derby, but the T^er- 
by winner rf 1901. VolndyovskS. currying 
the colors of Hon. Wm. C. Whitney, cam.- 
from his lojns. As a sin* his rank l» high¬ 
er thun that of his illustrious brothers, 
and also o. St. Frusqln, who Is fifth in 
the list of 19*.!. Mr. James P. Kcrme has 
been quick to gr< 4 *j> the facts, sort be bn* 
shipped iwvdy invercauld. wtarllghl jnd 
Nautch Girl to England to he bred to 
Flnrlzel II, Mr. Whitney can reach the 
blood nearer home, rts m* owns Sandring¬ 
ham. the brotnet- of Persimmon. Sand¬ 
ringham was not tried on the tracks of 
England on neconne of an Injury to nn«* 
of his front pasterns, and what he will 
do In the stud is proolematlcal. All b.oth¬ 
ers are not ahkt*. but wh**n vve get the 
blood of 8 t. Simon through so great a 
producing mare as PerdJta 11.. we cannot 
do otherwise than value It highly.

Last 
seas n the announcement was not made 
until March 5. In the past every one In¬ 
terested knew when the stewards of the 
Jockey Club were arranging the season's 
schedule. Thla year everything wus 
kept in secret. The Metropolitan Jockey 
Club men were caught napping. No re¬ 
quest hud been made for dates, and so 
far they laid themselves open to the de¬ 
feat that has come to them. 

It Is difficult to persuade anyone directly 
Interested to talk for publication. On both 
sides there Is wariness and on Inclination 
to make ready for future hostilities. It Is 
admitted, however, that the allotment of 
dates followed too closely upon recent 
political events to admit tho theory of 
coincidence as an explanation.

JERUSALEMS WATER SUPPLY. 

Pipe Line Built From Solomon’s Pools 
To the City. 

(New York Commercial-Advertiser.) 

Heretofore Jerusalem hne drpnded for 
Its water sur.pty on rain water Collected 
In cisterns from the terraces and house* 
tops When there Is a.i abundant rain¬ 
fall a fairly adequate supply |* obtained, 
but when, a* during the present year. 


[ there is a marked shortage, not only 
a dearth of household w^ter results, but 
all building operations are stopped, and 
much sickness results from the use of 
the dregs from the cisterns. For many 
years effortn.have been made by various 
prominent cltlxeoe, Mohammedans and 
Christians, to obtain an adequate and 
constant water supply, but up to this 
season without success. The very un- 
i satisfactory conditions which have pre- 
) vailed this year In the Holy City dur- 
| Ing the present drouth have, however, 
at last spurred the authorities to ac¬ 
tion, and the work of laying a pipe 
ten centimetres in diameter from the 
"Sealed Fountain" at Solomon's pool* 
about nine miles south of the city, was 
begun on July 6. This fountain Is sup¬ 
posed to be the work of Solomon. It Is 
a deep subterranean spring, which has 
from the time of Solomon flowed 
through the arched tunnel built by him 
to the reservoir near the northwest cor¬ 
ner of the highest of Solomon’s pools. 
The entrance to the tunnel from the 
spring 1* said to be one of the oldest 
structures In existence. The pipe Is to 
be latd along the old aqueduct which 
formerly brought this same watei to 
th* temple area. It will require about 
20.000 metres of piping. The course of 
the aqueduct Is down the valley In 
which Solomon's pools are built. Just 
below the lower pool th* 1 waters of Ain 
Etam Join and augment th»* How from 
the "Sealed Fountain." At :i little dis¬ 
tance further down the valley the beau¬ 
tiful Bite of the ancient gardens of Sol¬ 
omon. where the village of Artas l« now 
situated. Is passed. Further on the 
course of the aqueduct passes Bethle¬ 
hem. then on northward past Tan tour, 
where live the successors of the real 
order of tiie Knights of St. John; past 
Mar Ellas, where Elijah Is said to have 
rested In his flight from Jezebel; then 
across the historic plain of Rephairn, 
and. after passing around the slope of 
Zion, enters the city through the 
grounds of the mosque of Omar. 

VERTICAL WRITING AND 

SIMPLE SPELLING. 

A Protest Agninst One and n Plea 
For the Other. 


(To (the Editor of the Courier-Journal. 1 

Tenrher* prefer vertical writing be¬ 
cause It In easier to tcaoh. and because 
they have work enough and all too little 
remuneration. I regret I cannot take 
sides with them. This is my only regret, 
however, for surely there are few things 
so sen«eless, so unattractive, as this ver¬ 
tical writing Already in New York Its 
folly has been recognized, and In the 
primary department of the public schools 
In that citv the old slanting characters 
have displaced the vertical, which, to 
quote from ft paper read by E. M. Hunt- 
singer before a convention of the East¬ 
ern Teachers’ Association, "looks as in¬ 
nocent as the young white birches which 
are so trim in their youth, but which 
grow' so shaggy and clumsy In their age " 
in this paper, published In the April 
Issue, 1901. of "Commerce, Accounts and 
Finance," Mr. Huntslnger goes to the root 
of the matter and gives s«* many excellent 
reasons against the vertical that t have 
not met one man or w'omnn who has read 
his article but feels gruteful to him for 
his stand. His arguments are good, but 
too exhaustive to repeat here. 

The best-informed man suld on the sub¬ 
ject a few years ago that in less than 
five years the schools would begin to 
drop the perpendicular fashion and re¬ 
turn to sloping, the only style which fully 
meets the requirements of the office age. 
His prediction has conic true; witness the» 
return In the New York schools, which, let 
us hope, is only the beginning of the end 
of vertical writing, which the helpless 
children have been compelled to Irarn for 
several years past.

The most eminent philologists of the 
world are very strongly In favor of sim¬ 
pler spelling. It Is Indorsed by such men 
as W. D. Whitney. LL. D., of Yale, and 
editor of the Centuiy Dictionary; Prof. 
F. A. March, of Lafayette College, and 
consulting editor of the Standard Dic¬ 
tionary*: Prof. Max Muller. LL. D.. of Ox¬ 
ford; Prof. F. J. Child, of Harvard; Prof. 
Murray, of Oxford, and editor of the 
great Oxford Dictionary now in course 
of publication: Hon. William T. Harris, 
LL. D., United States Commissioner of 
Education, and other equally well known 
men. 

Many of these give conclusive proof of 
the Importance of this movement In a 
copy of "The Voice Extra," published b> 
Funk & Wagnnlls, who have made this 
no innovation of theirs, but are carrying 
out a process which has long been going 
on tinder natural laws. 

Two years ago Dr. E. Benjamin An¬ 
drews advised his teachers in the Chicago 
schools to begin with the u*o of the 
twelve words recommended by the Na¬ 
tional Educational Association, as fol¬ 
lows: 

Pregram, tho, thoro. altho. thoroftire, 
thru, thruout. catalog, prolog, decalog, 
demagog, pedagog. 

Thus Dr. Andrews advised a gradual 
change as best serving the reform. At 
that time the new spellings were adopted 
by the Chicago Society of Proofreaders, 
by the educational house of R. L. Kellogg 
A Co., of New York, and by many less 
widely known schools and Journals. 

The American Philological Association, 
the Philological Society of England and 
the Spelling Reform Association have 
laid down ten rules for our guidance, and 
from the very sure progress the reform Is 
making a few years mor* will find us 
dropping useless letters In other words as 
easily a* w* now drop k from music and 
public and almanac. 

Dr L K. Funk, cdllor-ln-rhltf of the 
Standard Dictionary, says: "It Is In¬ 
evitable ns the law of gtuvlty that silent 
letters—that Is. letters that have out¬ 
lived their significance and are now but 
dead weight—be dropped our of w'ords. 
Progress Is along the line of least re¬ 
sistance and In spelling the phonetic Is 
surely that line; a distinct sign for every 
distinct bound." And then tells us we 
have come a long way already. Illus¬ 
trating by giving some of Shakespeare's 
spellings, us. Aryo (sir), wlefo (wife), be- 
leeve (believe), clvfll (civil), cuppe (cup), 
ifievel) (devil), duckoy (decoy), furre (far), 
etc. Again. h« quotes from Leland In 
"Kneightley History of England.** "Her 
fairs yelow halre hung playne byhynd her 
bak." and others. 

Two years ago hundreds of authors, 
editors, presidents of colleges, professors, 
teachers, artists, clergymen, physicians, 
business men—In fact, men from ail 
classes--agreed to use altogether the first 
of the ton rules above mentioned, so. 
though to many "simplified spelling" fat 
new. to many others It has already be¬ 
come an old and dear story.

The bird 
seemed determined to stay inside the 
park limits, and its pursuers were de¬ 
termined to get it <n a place where 
shooting was allowed.

Uroebel's train left East Louisville 
about 11 o'clock. As the train passed 
Beard's station, tty* two brakemen no¬ 
ticed that they had not seen the con¬ 
ductor for some minutes. They looked 
forward from the caboose cupola along 
the tops of the cars, but there was not 
a sign of his lantern. Then one of them 
rushed forward to the engine, but the 
engineer reported that the conductor 
had not beep peen there. The train was 
Immediately brought to a standstill and 
laid in the siding at Beard’s station 
while the member* of the crew hurried 
back over the track looking for the 
missing conductor. They found his 
dead body a short distance from Locust 
platform, w hich is about a mile west of 
Beard's. The wheels had cut him In 
two, passing across Ills abdomen and 
killing him instantly. 

The remains arrived In the city on 
an early morning train, and werr taken 
to Craile’s undertaking establishment. 

Tht- dead man was thirty-five years 
of agv. and lived In South Louisville.

CAUGHT BENEATH FENDER. 


The first ratal accident on the Louis¬ 
ville.

SAYS HE IS NOT GUILTY. 


After all. Newell C. Rathbun, the 
poisoner of Charles Goodman, whose 
sentence by a Jury in Jeffersonville to 
serve from two to twenty-one years In 
the Indiana Reformatory has caused 
a great deal of adverse criticism, will 
not be released upon the completion of 
the minimum of the imprisonment pre¬ 
scribed. He will have to serve twenty- 
one years. 

An official of the Reformatory. In dis¬ 
cussing the case with a Courier-Journal 
reporter yesterday, said: 

"One of the purposes of the Board of 
Managers of the Reformatory Is to do 
what Juries foil to do." 

Superintendent Hert had this to say. 
which settles Rathbun's fate: 

"I do not wish to pronounce upon any 
matter that has been brought before 
me through unofficial reports. Rath- 
bun has been convicted of manslaugh¬ 
ter and sentenced for a period of not 
less than two nor more than twenty- 
one years. Rathbun will not be re¬ 
leased at the end of two years. No one 
can say as to the outcome. 

"The Board of Managers has author¬ 
ity to parole a man w'hen his minimum 
sentence has been served; but obvious¬ 
ly It was not the Intention of the law 
that this should always be done, nor is 
It the custom of the board to do so. 
The maximum for manslaughter Is 
twenty-one years, and a man who has 
deliberately planned the death of a fel¬ 
low-creature should sej^re more than 
the minimum time for which he was 

sentenced to prison. 

• • • 

Would Not Parole Rathbun. 


"I do not want to be understood as 
prejudging a case that la Just now at¬ 
tracting wide attention, but I feel sure 
that the board as at present consti¬ 
tuted would never parole on hlB min¬ 
imum a man who had been shown to 
plan the killing of a human being. 

"There Is no class of crime so varied 
In its phases as manslaughter and the 
Board of Managers carefully Inquires 
Into the post history of every man be¬ 
fore he is paroled, as w'ell as the cir¬ 
cumstances at the time the crime is 
committed. Under the law the presid¬ 
ing Judge makes a statement of the 
case, which Is filed with tb^ prisoner’s 
commitment. The board would con¬ 
sider such statement. While good con¬ 
duct In prison Is essential for any pris¬ 
oner to secure a parole. It Is not suffi¬ 
cient. His past career as well as the 
character of the crime committed Is 
taken Into consideration. 

• • * 

Jury Vote Considered. 

"The board would not fall to consider 
also the fact, if it we$e true as reported, 
that all but one of the Jury had stood 
out for a verdict of murder and the 
death penally. No prisoner. Rathbun or 
any othir. entering the reformatory, 
can congratulate himself on having to 
serve only th^ minimum time for which 
he was sentenced. It is the aim of the 
board to protect society from those 
whose liber;v would be a menace to It." 

Rathbun was delivered at the reform¬ 
atory at 11:30 o'clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing. He was handcuffed to Clarence 
Berry, who had been sentenced to serve 
from two to fourteen years for criminal 
assault. As he walked Into the Institu¬ 
tion he remarked: 

"This is a — of a Christmas gift." 

• • • 

Will Work In Foundry. 

Upon the Inside he said nothing. He 
was turned over to Leon Leaf, who took 
his measurement according to the Bcr- 
tillon system. Rathbun will be known 
as No. 3626. He was given a shave, bath 
and checked suit. The convicts were 
through dinner when he was taken to 
the dln.ng-room He smiled as he walked 
in. Every Inmate knew of Rathbun's 
arrival shortly after he was registered. 
A messenger ran up to Assistant John 
A. Aley in the dining hall and snld: 

"Rathbun has arrived." 

However, through some secret system 
of the convicts, the news spread over 
the institution almost instantly. Rath¬ 
bun Is the best known criminal In the 
place. He will be assigned to a task in 
th* foundry this morning. In all prob¬ 
ability he will remain there.

EMPLOYERS AND LABORERS 

ARE WATCHING THIS MOVEMENT 


RAILROADS. 


Both labor leaders and employes of 
labor In Louisville watched with Inter¬ 
est last week the meeting of the Civic 
Federation in New York, which result¬ 
ed In the appointment of a committee, 
with the Hon. Mark A. Hanna as chair¬ 
man, and Samuel Gompers as vice 
chairman, which hopes to be able to 
amicably adjust all labor troubles in the 
future. The employers of labor in 
Louisville did not care to be quoted as 
to their views on the feasibility of such 
a plan, but the general sentiment 
among them Is that there should be some 
middle ground acceptable to both labor 
and capital; that the movement Is a 
good one and deserving of success. 

Some of the labor leaders are enthusi¬ 
astic In their belief that the days of 
strikes are over. Others are pessimistic 
and believe that strikes will continue 
Just as long as there are differences 
beiween capital and labor. 


James McGill, the editor of the Jour¬ 
nal of Labor, Is In favor of the measures 
which the Federation proposes to adopt. 
He believes that strikes can be averted. 

"Most sLrlkes are caused," said Mr. 
McGill, "by misunderstandings. If the 
employer and employes could calmly 
discuss their differences they could ar¬ 
bitrate and compromise, and there 
would be no strike." 

Herman Christen, secretary of the 
Clgarmakers’ International Union, and 
one of the most prominent of the local 
labor leaders, said: 

"I want to know more about the ques¬ 
tion before I express myself. The labor 
leaders are good men and will look out 
for the laboring man. That is the best 
assurance that I have so far." 

Another leader said: "Now It's all 
right for those fellows to set up there 
and try to regulate capital and labor, 
but 1 have serious doubts about it my¬ 
self. It might work ail right in big 
strikes, but when it comes to us small 
fries, why I don’t know so much about 
IL We’re likely to have differences in 
the future Just as we have In the past 
and f»ach side will think that it Is right 
and the usual thing—a strike—will fol¬ 
low."
